Desert Forces 
Are Preparing

CAIRO, Oct. 2—(AP)—A de- 
claration by Lt.-Gen. B. L, Mont- 
gomery today that his 8th Army 
is preparing for the “next round” 
In the battle of Egypt gave add- 
ed significance to a sudden 
thrust in which British forces, 
striking at dawn, gained a stra- 
tegic elevation and wiped out a 
small salient held by the Axis In 
the central sector of the El Al- 
amein front. 

In this operation, carried out on 
Wednesday and described as 


“strictly local,” the British forces | 
pinched off a wedge which had ex- 


isted around the Bir El Munassib 
depression since Rommel’s recent 


frustrated attempt to break 
through toward Alexandria and 
the Valley of the Nile. 

This line-straightening move 


drove the Axis forces back from 
fairly high ground at the lip of the 
depression, gaining for the British 
forces an elevation commanding 
battle lines extending southward 
toward El Hameinat. 

Gen. Montgomery's’ statement 
came as he pinned the Victoria 
Cross, the Empire’s highest dec- 
oration, on a New Zealand Serg- 
eant. . 

“We are preparing for the next 
round, in which | am sure New 
Zealanders will play an import- 
ant part,” he said.

LONDON, Oct. 2.—(AP)—Syd- 
ney Camm, designer of the fam- 
ous Hurricane fighting plane, 
one of Britain's leading air wea- 
pons, has fathered another fight- 
er, the Typhoon, which was 
pictured today as superior even 
to the celebrated Spitfire. 

The Typhoon was reported to 
be a decisive retort to Germany's 
bid for air superiority in the 
Focke-Wulf 190. 

The Typhoon, a single-engined 
plane unofficially credited with 
a speed of more than 400 miles 
an hour, like the Spitfire, still is 
on the secret list. Its existence 
was mentioned publicly for the 
first time last April, but the ex- 
tent of its production and use is 
unknown, It is armed with ma- 
chine guns and cannon, and is 
said to have an amazing climbing 
ahility.

Some Canadian soldiers have re- 
ceived the George Cross and the 
George Medal for bravery curing 
or after air raids in Britain, but 
these, while ranking high in the 
scale of awards, aie not exclusively 
military decorations, The list re- 
leased today contains the first mili- 
tary honors for Canadian soldiers 
in this war. 


Col. Merritt becomes the 68th

—The American Legion's new 
national cammander called last 
night for “strong men” to lead a

The United States must be knit 
into “a great fighting giant, with 
the will to kill, destroy and to 
win,” Commander Roane Waring | 
declared in his address prepared 
for a home-coming celebration 
marking his return from the 
legion’s national convention at Kan- 
sas City, 


NOT YET “TOTAL” 


“America, even now, has not yet 
settled down to total war,” he said. 

“The time has come for us to de- 
mand of those to whom we have 
given unprecedented authority over 
our lives and fortunes, that all un- 
necessary wastage of military es- 
sentials be stopped.... 


“Let the stumble-bums, the no- 
gooders and the bleeding-hearts 
step out of the picture and let 
strong men take their places.” 


The victory that will follow if 
“the job on the home front is 
done right,” Waring said, must be 
one marking “the complete anni- 
hilation of the governments of Hit- 
ler, Hirohitos and Mussolini,” and 
the peace must he dictated “only | 
after our victorious armies have 
marched across and devastated the 
land and cities of our enemies.”

Asks Divine Guidance for Roosevelt 


Quentin Reynolds, ace reporter, has, among other gifts, the 
uncanny ability to be on the scene when world-shaking news 
breaks, He was in London during the critical days of the Blitz.

The Kremlin is an amazing combination of buildings. 
There are churches, barracks, office buildings and palace} 
within the high brick wall that surrounds it. There are only | 
three entrances. We left from the National Hotel in cars 
provided by our respective Embassies. Where they gol 
them I don’t know, because cars for hire in Moscow were 
few and far between. A ‘Y.M.C.A.” boy sat 
in front of each car beside the chauffeur. 
Nearly always the “Y.M.C.A.” boys in 
Moscow wear black caps and black leather 
coats. They couldn’t look more sinister. 
Most of them were young and when they 
smiled they just looked like pleasant, 
healthy young men. But they didn’t smile 
very often. 

We swept through the big Gothic arch- REYNOLDS 
ways (atl archways are Gothic to me) and found ourselves | 
inside the wall. We were on the river side and I was sur- 
prised to find green grass and trees growing within the wall. 
The whole atmosphere was that of a college campus on an 
autumn night. : 

The former palace of the Czars is, of course, the main 
building inside the Kremlin wall. It is a huge building, ugly 
now with its camouflage; rather futile camouflage in view 
of the fact that the Moscow River flows right by it and on 
a night with any moon at all, the river would point out the 
way to the Kremlin as unerringly as the Thames points the 
way to central London. You can’t black-out a river, although 
the Russians have done a rather ingenious job in hiding that | 
part of the river which is near the Kremlin. 


The building was brilliantly * 
lighted inside. A large staircase 
of white marble led to the rooms 
above, There were 137 steps to 
climb, if my arithmetic was cor- 
rect. Then we turned left, went 
through a door and came out in- 
to an enormous room, perhaps 
150 feet long. At each doorway 
there were two officers on guard 
and significant was the fact that 
they were regular army captains. 


We walked the length of this 
room feeling dwarfed by the im- 
mensity of its high ceilings and 


huge crystal chandeliers. Then of | 
course, it looked larger than it was. 
We turned left and walked through | 
what had once been the throne 
room; now it was the state banquet 
room. The walls were relieved by 
red tapestry framed with gilt and 
three large crystal chandeliers 
hung from the ceiling.

They all think that he was too 
friendly with von Ribbentrop when 
the latter visited Moscow. Molotov 
always looks as though he is watch- 
ing someone else sucking a lemon.

| his face seems to crack reluctantly, 


and you feel that it costs him a 
physical effort. Molotov is not the 
kind of man you'd want to sit up 
with late at night over a bottle.

Marshal Petain has done the people of 
Madagascar the doubtful honor of urging 
them to remain loyal to France. They 
needed no such prompting from the Nazi- 
bossed cabinet at Vichy nor the unfor- 
tunate old man whose name and record is

The people of Madagascar have not 
failed in loyalty to France in any respect. 
They paid ceremonial regard to the illegi- 
timate pretensions of Laval by offering 
“symbolic” resistance to the British forces 
at his bidding.

The War in Quebec 


The blackout that has been ordered 
along the south shore of the St. Lawrence 
and on the Gaspe peninsula is not a prac- 
tice, It is the real thing.

This it is calculated will add 140,000 men 
to the army, perhaps more. 

Under present regulations the new re- 
cruits will be assigned to duty in Canada 
only, But under the amended mobilization 
law trainees may be sent abroad if and 
when they are needed, by the passing of 
an order-in-council. As the training 
period now has to be a long one, the boys 
of 19 will likely be 20 or 21 before they 
are sent abroad, if they have to be sent 
at all. 

The calling of aliens residing in the 
Dominion is a new departure. Hereto- 
fore only British subjects were liable to 
call. As enemy aliens are barred, the rul- 
ing will apply only to those who came 
from countries which are at war with the 
Axis or which are non-belligerent. 

This extension of military obligation 
is based on the principle that a country 
which is good enough to live in is good 
enough to fight for. It is also a mark of 
confidence in the men who have come 
from friendly countries to make Canada 
their home. Their willingness and fidelity 
are counted on; and anyone Who takes 
note of the large numbers of non-British 
and non-French names on the rolls of our 
fighting forces will have no doubt that 
Splendid fighting material will be found 
among these non-naturalized residents. 

Broadening of the draft in these ways 
is another indication of the growing 
Scarcity of man-power, Hitherto the call 
has been restricted to older men and to 
those holding citizenship status.

French Republic 


By PROF. D. W. BROGAN, 

CAMBRIDGE UNIVERSITY. 

It is probable that the Republic 
has as complete a hold on the 
luinds of the majority of the 
French people as ever, and much 
more of a hold than it had in 1939 
or 1940. For it should be remem- 
bered that to the average French- 
man the Republic was not a mere! 
piece of governmental mechanism 
but a semi-mystical ideal of liberty | 
and justice, a pattern laid up in 
heaven and never quite brought 
down to the vulgar earth by any 
political device. 

To be Republican was not merely 
to be in favor of a government 
without an hereditary chief, but to 
be in favor of the rights of man, of | 
the principles of 1789, of all that is! 
the antithesis of Hitler's “New Or- 
der,” of a whole body of ideals too 
great and too noble to be degraded 
into being a mere antithesis of the 
feeble antiquarian reaction § of 
Vichy. Monarchy, the Empire, the 
Republic, these are great names 
and great traditions, but only the 
last is still alive in French hearts, 

The sight of so fundamentally 


unrepublican a government as is 
provided by the German army of 
occupation, and by the French par- 
asites, has revived faith in the Re- 
public not merely as a government 
but as a way of life. Vichy has 
| hardly attempted to provide an al- 
ternative ideal, in spite of its occa- 
sional adoption of miscellaneous 
slogans borrowed either from reac- 
tionary parties in France or from 
| its German masters. 


The attempt to Nazify the mind 
of France, even when undertaken 
by that able renegate from the 
Ecole Normale Superieure, Marcel 
Deat, has failed. Anti-Semitism, 
anti-Bolshevism, anti--Anglo-Saxon- 
ism,’ mixed with vague and uncon- 
vincing promises of German ben- 
evolence, have not been adequate 
substitutes for most Frenchmen for 
the tradition of justice which goes 
back to Saint Louis and the tradi- 
tion of equality which goes back to 
1789. 

The Republic, in its most 
general and most generous sense, 
seems more beautiful than ever to 
Frenchmen under the Germans.

Labor Industry | 


Are Exnounded 


The question of rehabilitation 
of men as they return from fields 
of war, now and after the hostili- 
ties; and the relation of this re- 
habilitation program to industry 
was dealt with, in an address 
Dr. George Weir, Ottawa, acting 
director of training, department 
of pensions and national health, 
delivered to meisabers of the Ed- 
monton branch of the Canadian 
Manufacturers’ Association, at a 
meeting in the Macdonald hotel 
Thursday evening. 

J. A. Tupper, chairman of the Ed- 
monton branch, presided 

Other guest speakers were R. F 
Miller, of the priorities branch of 
the department of munitions and 
supply who dealt with recent 
priority changes and priority appli- 
cations, by men in industry and dis- 
tribution; and W. D. King, deputy 
minister of trade and industry and 


vice-chairman of the Alberta 
regional war labor board, who 
spoke on the War Labor Board 


program and its effect upon labor 
in Alberta. 


DISCUSS PROBLEMS 

George E. Carpenter, secretary 
of the prairie division of the Can- 
adian Manufacturers’ Association, 
who since the outbreak of war has 
been acting as trade representative 
for the prairie provinces at Ottawa 
dealt individually with problems 
the members presented to him after 
the meeting. 

Dr. Weir presented a picture of 
the industry and labor situation in 


Canada today to outline to the 
members the need for a gigantic 
program of vocational training of 
thousands of Canadian young men 
and women, thal must be under- 
taken at once 


He stated that at the present 
time there are many doubts and 
misgivings on the part of in- 
dustry and of the various train- 
ing authorities regarding an un- 
dertaking of such gigantic mag- 


nitude. He emphasized, how- 
ever, that in spite of these 
doubts, the problem must be 
tackled immediately if unneces- 
sary social upheaval and chaos 
is to be avoided after the war. 

First practical step in the di- 


rection of maintaining a basis of 
prosperity of at least the 1939 level 
now and after the war, is to ask 
industry, universities, govern- 
ments and other institutions for 
an inventory of vocational train- 
ing and employment opportunities, 
he stated. 


TAKE INVENTORY 


Under this arrangement, indus- 
try, with the co-operation of the 
rehabilitation and 
committees, would probably be 
willing to make an inventory (more 
reliable than mere guess work) of 
vocational training and employ- 
ment opportunities; the various 
governments (dominion, provincial, 
municipal) of corresponding civil 
service opportunities; the universi- 
ties of professional opportunities; 
labor of employment conditions 
and opportunities; the various cily 
school systems would probably 
make an appraisal of educational 
contributions they can make 
through the use of their staffs, 
equipment, buildings, etc., for train- 
ing purposes.

Postal Authorities Ask Canadian

OTTAWA, Oct. 2.—(CP) — When 
Canadian postal officials have 
nightmares they don't fall over 


cliffs or race two steps ahead of a 
flame-spouting dragon. What they 
|may see is a mass of parcels for 
soldiers overseas and the stopper 
slowly coming out of a huge vat 
of maple syrup. 

Having asked that Christmas 
mail for the men _ overseas be 
mailed before the deadline date of 
Nov. 10, and if possible during 
October, officials urge that the 
mail be properly addressed to 
facilitate movement. 

Then they plead for wise selec- 
tion of the gifts to be sent and 
equally wise selection of containers 
in which they are placed. 

Maple syrup has caused endless 
woe. The folks at home want to 
send it and the men overseas want 
to get it. 
caps come loose, and not only one 
parcel but bags of parcels can be 
ruined. The man receiving the gift 
will get a few bits of broken glass 
instead of syrup—and everything 
else in the parcel is either dam- 
aged or destroyed. “Not much of
